NEWS SUMMARY. 


IR ND. ° 

The Lord Chief Justice and Lord Justice 
Ronan, in the Court of Appeal, Dublin, 
yesterday challenged the giving of the 
Royal Assent to the Free State Public 
Safety (Emergency Powers) Bill before the 
lapse of seven days from the date of its 
assage. They ordered the release of Mrs. 
ora Connolly O’Brien and Mr. Eamon 
Donnelly, who had been detained in 
custody of the Free State military 
authorities. 

Ireland was swept by high winds yes- 
terday, which in many places attained gale 
force. Telegraph and telephone services 
were dislocated. Much damage is re- 
ported. 

Selected nominees for the Free State 
elections have opened vigorous campaigns. 
Further selections were made yesterday. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


Important statements on the Ruhr were 
made yesterday by the Marquis Curzon 
and Mr, Baldwin.

Britain and France. 

A very grave situation was revealed 
in both Houses of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment yesterday by the heads of His 
Majesty's Government. The failure of 
Britain to secure the help of France and 
Belgium in drawing up a reply to the 
recent German Note has precipitated what 
is probably the most serious international 
crisis since the war. Soon after receipt 
of the German Note the British Govern- 
ment sent a draft reply, with covering 
letters, to the Governments of France, 
Belgium and Italy. The Italian Govern- 
ment expressed its general agreement 
with the British point of view; but in 
the answers of France and Belgium 

has been found for an 
Allied reply to the German Note. In 
other words, France and Belgium have 
refused to accept the British proposals, 
and do not even mention the draft Note 
to Germany in their communications. His 
Majesty’s Government, therefore, has de- 
cided to take a most important step. It 
proposes to lay before Parliament papers 
which “ record its views and endeavours,’ 
and has invited the Allies to consent to 
the publication of the various statements 
which received from them. We 
are inclined to believe that by this 
time the world is fully alive to the perils 
of the crisis in the Valley of the Ruhr. In 
the words of the Government s statement, 
the problem cannot be evaded, and there 
is, at’ least, a strong possibility that, 
“while the Allies might be occupied in ex- 
changing views and details, the European 
situation, carrying with it all the prospects 
of reparation payments, might sink into 
irretrievable ruin.” Britain could not 
possibly contemplate calamity. 
Therefore, she has been forced to make 
arrangements for independent action. 
Naturally, she is anxious that nothing 
shall be done without the consent, if not 
the active co-operation, of France and 
Belgium; but, apparentiy, the reply 
which has been received from MM. Poin- 
caré and Theunis offers no prospect of 
united action. Both seem to be determined 
to insist on the cessation of passive re- 
sistance in the Ruhr before they enter into 
conversations of any kind with the German 
Government; and they assert that they 
can entertain no suggestion in regard to a 
reduction in the enormous sums which 
they are claiming under the Treaty of 
Versailles. In the circumstances, the pro- 
longation of the parleys would be useless. 

We must hope that the French and 
Belgian Governments will consent to the 
publication of their replies in order that 
the full facts may be placed before the 
people, The Continent of Europe is dis- 
solving into chaos before our eyes. Ger- 
many, a nation of almost sixty millions 
of inhabitants, the richest and most 
highly developed industrial and com- 
mercial community in the world, is in 
extremis, Since the last great fal] in the 
value of the mark the people of the Ruhr 
Valley have been reduced to a pitiable 
condition of penury. Potatoes no longer 
can be bought in Holland, fats are 
almost unobtainable, and so many as one 
hundred babies are dying every month as 
a result of the scarcity of milk. Govern- 
ments and armies alike are helpless in 
the face of the tragedy which is being un- 
rolled across the Rhine, The bottom has 
fallen out of the economic structure on 
which modern Germany was raised, and 
only Britain’s determination to intervene 
stands between Europe and disaster. 
This decision must. not be misconstrued 
into a move to break with France. Every 
sensible Briton still believes that ulti- 
mately Europe’s salvation will depend on 
Anglo-French solidarity, and no effort will 
be spared to achieve that ideal. For the 


moment, however, it seems to be impos- 
sible—although even now M. Poincaré 


could, if he would, restore complete unity 
in the Allied ranks—and too much time 
has been lost already. The publication of 
Pritain’s draft reply to Berlin will be 
equivalent to a separate statement of 
policy, The Allies have reached the part- 
ing of the ways, and history alone will be 
competent to pass judgment on their 
actions.

Governor-General signed the Bill on 
Wednesday night, and everybody &x- 
pected that as soon as the two prisoners 
were released yesterday morning they 
‘would be re-arrested under the Act 
on which His Excellency’s signature 
was hardly dry. Yesterday, however, 
although a Court of Law—as judges some 
times have reminded the gallery—is “not 
a theatre,” the Court of Appeal created 
a theatrical surprise. It held, on the 
application of counsel for fhe prisoners, 
that, under Article 47 of the Constitution, 
a new Act could become operative only 
after the lapse of seven days—the period 
within which steps might be taken to 
submit the Act to a referendum of the 
people. Accordingly the prisoners were 
released and were not re-arrested.

The Dail included in similar 
resolutions the Defence Forces Bill and the 
Indemnity Bill, and patched up the 
flaw in the Public Safety Act by passing 
the Public Safety (No. 2) Bill through all 
its stages. No doubt, the final details in 
the process of securing the Government. at 
all points against the effects of the Court's 
judgment will be completed to-day. We 
hope, for the sake of our breathless legis- 
lators, that no further surprises await 
them. In the meanwhile the business has 
its consolations, since 1t has given pro- 
minence to three important things—the 
traditional independence and impartiality 
of our Courts of Law, the sanctity of the 
Constitution and the undesirability of 
hurried law-making.

The Colour Line. 


It is an old rule of conduct that “ when 
you are in Rome you must do as Rome 
does.” Most travellers observe it faith- 
fully in Rome and. elsewhere; but the 
case of Americans at Paris is peculiar and, 
fortunately, unusual. France, like the 
other Latin countries, takes no firm stand 
on the “colour line.” Her army includes 
thousands of black and brown citizens who 
defended the Allied cause valiantly in the 
war, In the United States, as everybody 
knows, the negro is kept at arm’s 
length. American visitors to Paris, or a 
good many of them, have not been able 
to adjust themselves to the French atti- 
tude. They have resented the presence of 
coloured men in restaurants, on tram-cars 
and in other public places—especially 
when these persons have been accom- 
panied by white women, So many un- 
pleasant scenes have occurred that the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs has found 
itself forced to take action. It has 
issued a quite sharp rebuke to foreign 
tourists who, “forgetting that they 
are our guests,” have “violently shown 
their disapproval’’ of the proximity 
of men of colour ; and it warns them that, 
if similar incidents recur, measures of 
redress will be taken. Of course the con- 
duct of such Americans is unpardon- 
able and the rebuke is well deserved. If 
Americans do not want to rub shoulders 
with negroes in France, their simple 
remedy is to omit France altogether 
from their foreign programme. Never- 
theless, it is believed that some good 
may come out of this disagreeable business. 
Much of the trouble has been caused by 
the aggressive conduct of certain American 
negroes, members of “ jazz bands” and 
haunters of night cafés, who are 
in every respect unsavoury persons, It 
is probable that the police will be moved 
to deal strictly with these undesirable 
immigrants, and that in future white 
Americans will be deprived of the slightest 
excuse for loss of temper and manners.

PROHIBITION HOURS: THE 
OFFENCES AND PENALTIES. 


The text of the Free State Intoxicating 
Liquor Bill, which was introduced in the Dail 
yesterday, was issued last night. The bill, 
which consists of thirteen clauses, is divided 
into four parts, the first deals with prohibited 
hours, the second with clubs, the third with 
offences and penalties, and the fourth with 


miscellaneous matters. ix 
The following are the main provisions of the 


bill :— 
PROHIBITED HOURS. 

1,—(1) It shall not be lawful for any person 
to sell or expose for-sale any intoxicating 
liquor or fo open any premises for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors on. any day, not being a 
Sunday, Good Friday, or Christmas Day be- 
fore the hour of nine o'clock in the morning 
or after the hour of half-past mine o clock in 
the evening. This sub-section shall not apply 
to any licenscd person who is the owner or 
lessee of a theatre, music hall, or other. place 
of public amusement. " 

(2) It shall not be lawful for any person to 
sell or expose for sale any intoxicating liquor 
in any theatre, music hall, or other place of 
public amusement at any time being more 
than thirty minutes before the commencement 
of a -periormance or entertainment, or-at ary 
time being more than thirty minutes after the 
end of a performance or entertainment, or at 
any time after ten o clock in the night. 

?,—Whehnever a District Justice is satisfied, 
on the application of a Superintendent or an 
Inspector of the Garda Siochana, that grave 
abuses, prejudicial to peace and order, have 
arisen and are actually taking place in any 
town or village, and that in order to facilitate 
the suppression of such abuses it is expedient 
that the sale of intoxicating liquor in such 
town or village should immediately cease, the 
District Justice may order the immediate 
closing, for the remainder of that day, of all 
remises licensed for the sale of intoxicating 
gn in that town or village. 

3.—All penalties for the time being in force 
under this or any other Act, for selling or 
exposing for sale, or purchasing, or opening 
or keeping open any premises, for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, or being present 
in or upon any such premises during any hours 
or times at which the sale of itoxicating 
liquors is prohibited by any Act now in force, 
and all statutory provisions relating to such 
penalties are hereby extended and made ap- 
plicable to the times during which the sale of 
intoxicating liquors is prohibited by this part 
of this Act or by any order made under this 
part of this Act. 

4.—Nothing in this part of this Act shall 
be construed to apply to sales of intoxicating 
liquor to lodgers, or to the sale of intoxicating 
liquor in packet boats, or in canteens in 
pursuance of any Act regulating the same, 
or in a registered club’ as defined by the 
Registration of Clubs (Ireland) Act, 1904, or 
shall preclude the sale at any time at a rail- 
way station of intoxicating liquors on arrival] 
or departure of trains, or the sale of in- 
toxicating liquor to bona fide travellers within 


the meaning of the Licensing (Ireland) Acts, 


1835 to 1900.

The sections regulating the sale of drink 
in clubs provide: 

5.—(1} In order that any club may be 
eligible to be registered under the Registra- 
tion of Clubs (Ireland) Act, 1904, the rvles 
of the club shall (in addition to the matters 
méntioned in Section 4 of the said Act) pro- 
vide that no exciseable liquor small be sup- 
plied.to any person (other than members of 
tne club lodging im the club premises) before 
the hour of nine o'clock in the morning or 
after the hour of half-past nine o clock in the 
evening on any day. 

(2) This section shall not apply to any club 
which at the passing of this Act is registered 
under the Registration of Clubs (Ireland) Act, 
1904, until the expiration of the certificate 
of registration of such club which shall be 
in force at the expiration of two months from 
the passing of this Act. 

6.—(1) if any officer of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police or the Garda Siochana, not 
being below the rank of Inspector, is of 
opinion that there is reasonable ground fo: 
supposing that any cluh registered under the 
Registration of Clubs flireland) Act, 1904, is 
so managed or carried on as to constitute a 
ground of objection to the renewal of its 
certificate under that Act, or that an offence 
under that Act as amended by this Act has 
peen, or is being committed, in any such 
club, or that anv exciseable liquor is sold or 
supplied, or kept for sale Or supply, on the 
premises of a club which is not registered 
under that Act, he may issue an order in 
writing (in this section called a Search Order} 
to any one or more sergeants, constables, o1 
guards under his command, to search the 
premises of such club. 

(2) A Search Order issued under this sec- 
tion shall authorise the sergeants, constables, 
or guards named therein to enter the club at 
any time within twenty-four hours after the 
issuing of the order, and if need be by force, 
and to inspect the premises of the ciub, to 
take the names and addresses of any persons 
found therein, and to seize any books and 
papers relating to the business of the club. 

(5) In the event of any person or persons 
found in such premises refusing to give their 
respective names and addresses wlien re- 
quested by any such sergeant, constable, or 
guard, or giving false names and addresses, 
such person or persons so doing shall be 
hable severally on summary conviction to a 
fine not exceeding ten pounds, 

(4) Section 6 of the Registration of Clubs 
(Ireland) Act, 1904, is hereby repealed. 

OFFENCES AND PENALTIES. 

7.—(1) If the holder of a licence for the 
sale of imtoxicating liquor, whether for con- 
sumption on or off the premises, is convicted 
by a Court of competent jurisdiction of any 
ot the offences following, that is to say :-— 

(a) selling illicitly distilled spirits, or

One week ago, when in Ennis- 
killen, I bought the very best middle-back 
rashers for 1s. 5d. per ib. The same applies 
all-round. Guinness is retailed at Ennis- 
killen for 6d. per pint; milk is sold at 5d. 
per quart; bread is jd. per loaf cheaper; 
potatoes ód. per stone cheaper than in Dublin 
What has become of the expected report of 
the Food Commission? 

These recurring labour troubles could be 
settled in twenty-four hours if the Minister of 
Trade would call a representative gathering 
of the different food purveyors and licensed 
grocers, handing to them a list of prices at 
which to retail, and issuing a trade leense 
liable to be endorsed for anv infringement. 
As to the men, indicate to their representa- 
tives the fixed prices, with the corresponding 
reduction in wages, and they will return to 
work at once. No decent man wants to ba

Lord Justice Ronan said that the Legisla- 
ture could make anything Jawful, but the Con- 
stitution limited the powers of the Legisla- 
ture. The Constitution said that a man could 
only be arrested in accordance with the exist- 
ing law. 

The Attorney-General—It does not say the

Lord Justice Ronan—That is what it means. 
What law does it mean? 

The Attorney-General—It means the law for 
the time being in force, 

Lord Justice Ronan—Then they can repeal 
the whole Constitution, and once they repeal 
it that is the law. 

The Attorney-General said that the powers 
of the Legislature were defined. They were 

ractically unlimited, save in so far as the 
Constitution might expressly limit them. The 
powers of the Legislature were defined in the 
Constitution in the broadest sense. He sub- 
mitted that the Public Safety Act was not 
an amendment of the Constitution ; but it was 
a law passed under express authority by the 
Legislature. Dealing with Article 47, 
counsel said that it was very carefully 
drawn. It provided that a bill may be 
suspended. It was only when an Act was 
in the bill stage that it might be suspended. 
When an Act was produced, when the Assent 
had been given to it, the Court was bound to 
assume that that Act had been properly con- 
verted from the, bill stage into the Act stage. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that it was 
admitted that the Public Safety Act only 
went through both Houses on the previous 
day. . 
The Attorney-General—Your lordship is 
not concerned with that. 

Lord Justice Ronan—We are, because we 
have no conclusive evidence. If we find in 
this Constitution a clause such as this, it is 
open to two constructions—one that a bill 
might be read in its strict sense, which is a 
very plain construction. The effect of that 
is that the Executive, by snapping an 
approval can deprive two-fifths of the numbers 
of the House and the people of this country 
of this very imortant power. It might be 
wiped out by simply snapping approval of

DAIL PASSES SPECIAL 
ARTICLE 47 RENDERED 
~ INOPERATIVE, 


In the Dail yesterday afternoon President 
Cosgrave gn that the House sit later than 
8.30 to consider a matter of public urgency 
arising out of a decision in the High Courts 
that day. It was essential, he said, that 
they should sit late in order to deal with it. 

Mr, Johnson asked could the President say 
what the business was. . 

President Cosgrave said that it wag to intro- 
duce a bill dealing with the Public Safety Act. 
It appeared that some resolution should have 
accompanied the Act to bring it into operation 
at once, That was what they intended to do 
by bringing im the. new bill. 

Mr. Johnson objected to the President's 
motion, on the ground that it dealt with 
entirely new matter. It was stretching the 
Standing Orders beyond al] reason. 

CASE OF NECESSITY. 
President Cosgrave said that there were 
times when it was necessary to go outside 
Standing Orders. There was no injustice to 
any member of the House. The maiter re- 
ferred to was within the knowledge of every 
person. It was in the papers and on the 
placards. 

The Speaker said that it was possible under 

such circumstances to stispend the Standing 
Orders. 
_ The President said that he would like to 
indicate the particular business. It was to 
bring forward a bill which would ensure that 
the Public Safety Bill, which had been held 
by the Courts to be non-operative for seven 
days, should become operative, and have the 
force of law directly it was passed. Having 
regard to the circumstances, that was a case 
of the utmost importance.

BILL No. 2. 
TEXT OF THE MEASURE. 


After the business on the order paper had 
been discussed, the House adjourned for a 
short period, and then sat again at 9.40 p.m.

THE PRESIDENT. 


The President. in moving the second read- 
ing, said that they had during the adjourn- 
ment endeavoured to get all the facts, but 
the reports would not be available for some 
time. He had asked the Attorney-General to 
attend, and if it were the wish of the House 
they could have a short explanation from 
him of the proceedings that had taken place 
in the Courts that day. 

He scarcely thought, however, that the 
explanation was necessary, for the particular 
reasons which actuated the decision given 
hardly affected the case. They were presented 
with a certain fact—ithe fact that the Act 
passed by both Houses of the Oireachtas, and 
which had received the Royal assent, was 
held up for seven days by reason of 
Article 47 of the Constitution. That was 
not anticipated. 

He had not the faintest doubt whatever 
but that both Houses would have passed the 
necessary resolution. The suggestion that 
had been made by Deputy Figgis ‘regarding 
the Article was that it might b competent 
for them to pass the resolution only. 
Although he subscribed to that as a solution 
of the difficulty, he was not satisfied that 
that solution would be accepted, and they 
might be confronted with a network of diffi- 
culties and intricacies and complications, as 
they had been about the question of dissolv- 
ing and adjourning. 


CAST IRON SECURITY. 

On that account it was unwise that they 
should take any step which was not a sort 
of cast-iron security that the measures they 
had discussed and given serious considera- 
tion to and passed should not run the risk 
of being held up. 

It was not necessary to say that it was 
the intention of both Houses that the Act 
should become operative on its being passed, 
and on receiving the signature of the Gover- 
nor-General. 

Mr. O'Higgins seconded the motion for the 
second reading. 

Mr. Figgis again raised the question of 
establishing a precedent. } 
He thought that the construction of Article 
47 of the Constitution was that the resolution 
might be adopted any time during the seven 
davs after the passing of the bill. To adopt 
such a resolution would, he thought, be the 
more desirable course. 


UNIQUE. 

Professor Magennis said that the statement 
of Deputy Figgis showed that he was not 
acquainted with the ways of the law courts. 
(Hear, hear.) “What we are doing to- 
night,” added Professor Magennis, “ may be 
unique in the history of legislation, but-it is 
the proper way to meet a difficulty which is 
itself unique in its creation.’’ (Applause.) 

The President mentioned’ that it was the 
intention also to pass a resolution of the 
kind referred to by Deputy Figgis. 

The resolution, which is. nearly identical 
with that passed by the Senate (reported 
below) was subsequently , It declares 
that Article 47 of the Constitution shall not 
apply to the bill. Resolutions in the same

The British Government proposes to 
publish the draft of the British reply to 
Germany and the covering Note that was 
sent to the Allies. Inquiries are being 
made in Paris and Brussels to ascertain 
whether the French and Belgian Govern- 
ments are willing that their replies shall 
also be published. 


LORD CURZON’S 
STATEMENT. 


“ THE PROBLEM CANNOT BE 
EVADED.”’ 


THe Marquis Curzon, in the House of 
Lords, stated that replies had been received 
from the Allies to the British Note 

The Italian Government expressed them- 
selves in general agreement with the views 
and proposals of the British Government. The 
French and Belgian Governments returned in- 
dependent replies. 

The Government, while fully conscious of 
the friendly language in which they were 
couched, and of the cordial spirit by which 
they were inspired, regretted not to find in 
them material for sending an Allied reply “to 
the German Note. 

The draft reply submitted by His Majesty's 
Government was not even mentioned in the 
French and Belgian replies. 

The British Government held firmly to the 
view that the problem could not be evaded, 
and that, while the Allies might be occupied 
in exchanging views on the details, the 
European situation, carrying vith it all the 
prospects of reparations payments, might s'nk 
into irretrievable ruin. 

In these circumstances, the Government had 
decided to lay papers before Parliament which 
recorded their views and endeavours, and they 
have mvited the Allies to agree to the pub- 
lication of statements on their part. 

The publication of these papers might 
assist in determinnig the real dimen- 
sions of the problem, and might convince the 
world of the imperative necessity of prompt 
and united action to deal with it 

Viscount Grey characterised the 
ment of Lord Curzon as very grave.

Mr. Austen CHAMBERLAIN said that it was 
an open secret that the French Government 
wished to enter the Rubr Jong before they 
did so.

‘*Has the change improved our relations or 
carried us nearer a solution,” he asked.

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clear the Government's policy, while it failed 
to restrain France, irritated her. and while it 
failed to secure relief for Germany, en- 
couraged her.

AUTUMN GALES IN. 
“ADVANCE. 


MUCH DAMAGE ON LAND 
AND SEA, 


FALLING TREE. 


— 


Strong winds, veering from south-east to 
due west, and attaining gale and even hurr'- 
care force, and squalls of heavy rain swept 
the country throughout yesterday. Telegraph 
and re ie wires were blown down or 
broken by falling trees in all directions, and 
last night Dublin was virtually isolated. 
Thirty-five wires were severed in Merrion 
avenue, Blackrock, alone. Telephone com- 
munication with places outside the range of 
the Dublin Exchange was impossible. 

In Dublin City the conditions were most 
unpleasant. The wind freshened at sunrise 
and until noon there were frequent deluges. 
The afternoon was fine, and the high, mild 
wuid soon licked the streets dry, after which 
clouds of dust, paper, and rubbish of all kinds 
swirled in miniature cyclones at every street 
corner. The barometer fell half an inch 
during the morning. 

Trees, with their full burden of foliage. 
suffered greatly. Dublin suburban roads and 
the canal banks were literally strewn with 
leaves, twigs, and branches. In some cases 
ornamental trees were completely uprooted. 


Enterprising children were busy dragging 
home large branches. 

The destruction in the Phenix Park is Te- 
mimiscent of the havoc wrought there by a 
gale twenty years ago. Trees have been 
broken and uprooted, and branches have: been 
torn off and flung long distances In the 
ornamental gardens many plants have been 
blown out of the ground. — St. Stephen's 
Green, sheltered -by buildings, suffered little 
damage. 

Rathmiries seems to have received the full 
brunt of the gale. Many windows wete 
blown in. The White City Carnival suffered 
considerably. Huts and tents were blown 
down, and decorations torn away. The attend- 
ance at the fófe was very. poor, not more 
than a hundred persons being present last 
night. | 

Late last night a hoarding and part of the 
wall on George s Quay, Dublin, were blown 
down. Nobody was injured. James Casey, 
aged 84, of Wentworth place, was blown 
over last night. and sustained a broken leg. 

Shipping in the port of Dublin sustained no 
damage, but additional moorings were made 
fast in most cases. 

Mail boat passengers must have a pretty 
poor opinion of official weather forecasts. For 
vesterday the promise was that in the Irish 
Sea and St. George’s Channel the wind would 
be ‘‘south-westerly to southerly, moderate ; 
sea slicht.’’ As a matter of fact, the after- 
noon boat crossed almost in the-teeth of @ 
full gale, and through mountainous seas. The 
vessel was one and a half hours late. 

At high tide yesterday afternoon the sea 
was breaking right over the Pigeon House 
wall. The whole of the lighthouse at the 
end of the wall was frequently obscured by 
spray. At Howth tons of water poured over 
the pier into the harbour. The sea was 
breaking over Clontarf wall this morning. 

Miss Dodd. 39: Parnell street, was knocked 
unconscious while walking in Mary street 
last night by a piece of metal blown from 
a building. She was taken to Jervis street 
Hospital, and at an early hour this morning 
had not regained consciousness.

COMPULSORY TILLAGE. 

Lord Glenavy took the chair at 11 o'clock, 
when the @ommittee stage of the Land Bill 
was resumed. 

Sir John Keane moved an amendment to 
Section 29, which defines the powers of the 
Land Commission in regard to holdings re- 
tained by them. In exercising those powers 
they are to have regard to the necessity of 
relieving congestion, “ the desirability of in- 
creasing the food supply of the country, and 
the manner in which the holdings have been 
used.” The amendment was to delete the 
words quoted. 

Sir John Keane said that the section gave 


the farmer in the management of his holding. 
ft was an unwarranted interference with the 
liberty of the subject to use his property as he 
thought best. Who was to decide whether the 
land was used to the best advantage? 

Mr. Hogan said that there was a lot of 
nonsense talked about compulsory tillage.

Mr. Hogan said that this section dealt only

“ SWAPPING AROUND.” 


Replying to a suggested amendment by Mr. 
Kenny, Mr. Hogan said that the section was 
made to meet the case where a man had 
400 or 500 acres of land around his house, 
which was not a demesne. Congestion was a 
desperately difficult problem to deal with, 
and they could only deal with it by swapping 
around, and they should give the lend Com- 
mission wide powers. The High Court 
Judge would have the last word in every 
case; he was there to arbitrate between the 
Commissioners and the vendor. 

The Right Hon. A. Jameson said that the 
Minister had told them that this section only 
really applied to land in congested areas in 
tiie congested counties, but that there were a 
few cases outside of them which would have 
to be dealt with, and that that made it 
necessary to apply this section to the whole 
of the land of the Free State. 

He wondered if the Minister and his 
advisers took into account what he spoke 
about before; that by doing this they had 
urdoubtedly affected the value of the land 
held by every individual throughout the Free 
State. They were told that it would only 
affect very few of them; but the bankers of 
the country, who lent money to an individual 
owner, relying on the value of the property 
whick he held, would have to take an en- 
tirely new state of affairs into account when 
advancing money to anyone. 

Of course, m 
application for land would have to be viewed 
m the light that it. was being taken over 
from the Land Commission. He thought 
that the same principle would apply to every 
bit of land. in the other counties. One could 
mot say in a hurry what the effect of that 
would be, but it was quite easy to see that 
it would have a serious effect upon the 
borrowing powers of the owners and workers 
of land in the Free State. 

If the Minister applied this to every bit 
of land in the Free State, he would bring 
in a brand new system of valuation to those 
dealing with land at present. 


SUSPICION OF INSECURITY. 

Colonel Guinness remarked that as a practi- 
cal banker he could confirm what Senator 
Jameson said. The whole bill undoubtedly 
put a suspicion of insecurity on the land of 
Ireland. Probably the greater portion of 
that land was mortgaged in some form or 
other, and there was no doubt that when 
insecurity of any description came it meant 
that the value of the article that was pledged 
fell. The Minister would probably say that 
it was: impossible to have things otherwise, 
but it was well that the House should recog- 
nise that as far as security was concerned 
the security of something that an owner could 
pledge had, through the action of the bill, 
undoubtedly fallen in value. 

Mr. Hogan said that the area of the land 
of Ireland was twenty million acres. The 
area of land, excluding water, waste, etc., 
would be a maximum of 17 millions or 18 
millions. The area of the purchased land was 
13 million acres. 

They were, in that bill, dealing with four 
million acres directly—and that was the 
serious point—and they were taking some of 
the 13 millions. With regard to the un- 
tenanted land in the congested districts, as 
Senator Jameson had pointed out, the Con- 
gested Districts Board could, since 1909, have 
taken untenanted lands compulsorily, and 
exactly the same considerations, from a bank- 
ing point of view, prevailed as a resu't of 
the operations of the 1909 Act, so far as 
untenanted tands were concerned: -— 

He had said already that there were 900,000 
acres of untenanted land, 400,000 acres being 
demesne. With regard to these 900,000 acres 
of arable untenagted land, the very same 
considerations from a banking BR of view 
applied since 1909. inside | congested 
counties, and in reality outside them, too, 
because everyone knew that land had not 
been bought at its value, and was not sale- 
able at its value. | 

They were not interfering with the ved:t of 
that land asa security any more than it was 
interfered with as a result of the operations 
of the 1909 Act. As regarded demesne, it was 
never saleable—never valuable as security.

The Chairman said that it was not germans 
to the amendment, but it was germane to 
the observations of Senators Jameson and 
Guinness. He understood that the point made 
by the senators was that the Government’s 
power to take land anywhere in the Frea 
State spread a sense of insecurity, 

Mr. Hogan dealt with the proposals which 
they had in view with regard to the purchased 
land. When they teok a purchased holding, 
he explained, they would be obliged to provide 
the owner with an equally suitable holding 
elsewhere. He would be taken out of 
a congested area and put in some 
place where there was no congestion. He 
would have value and security, and if he 
wished to sell the new holding in the open 
market he could do that, and that was some- 
thing he could not have done before. In 95 
eases out of 100 he would not sell. That 
man was worth twice as much to the bank aa 
he was before. 

The Minister asked finally if, in view of alt 
those facts, it could be suggested that the 
security of land would be much less valuable, 
and particularly in view of the fact that only 
m small percentage of purchased holdings 
were going to be taken. 


NO INSTRUCTIONS, 


The Chairman said that it would relieve 
the anxiety evidently felt by Senators if the 
intentions of the Minister were made plain in 
the. sub-section that, on the resumption of 
retained land, the Judicial Commissioner 
shall award a sum equal to the average 
market price. He had no hesitation in say- 
ing that such an instruction was not in the 
section. 

Sir John Keane—We were told last night 
that it was. 

The Chairman added that the section said 
nothing about the price or the mode of 
ascertaining the price. ‘There was nothing to 
tell the judge that he must have regard to 
the average market value. 

Mr. Hogan said that the sub-section was 
put in to make it clear that the resumption 
price must be met. He would, however, con- 
sult his legal advisers on the point. 

The Chairman said that the point conld 
easily be made right by a slight amendment, 
because the intentions of the Minister were, 
as expressed over and over again, very clear. 
Everyone had to recognise the great ability 
and fairness with which Mr, Hogan had dealt 
with the bill in the Senate. (Hear, hear.) 

The Earl of Mayo said that he was in- 
formed that the banks had decided not to 
lend any more money on Jand until they were 
quite certain about.the provisions of the bill. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Guinness—I have heard nothing about 
it. (Laughter.) 

The Chairman—Senators Guinness and 
Jameson have not made any such sweeping 
statement.

Sir John Keane said that the only object of 
his amendment was to cause thé Senate to 
clearly understand what they were doing. On 
the general question of banks and security he 
would have something to say on the final 
stage of the bill. The position under the bill 
would be that a man owning £3,000 worth of 
land in the congested areas was liable to have 
it compulsorily acquired for the relief of con- 
gestion only. Jf the same man. had alse £5,000 
worth of untenanted land outside the con- 
gested areas, his land within the congested 
areas could be taken by the Land Commission, 
kept, and'used not only for the relief of, con- 
gestion, but for distribution among evicted 
tenants, landless men, and ‘‘any other, person 
or body.” That practically took away in 
certain circumstances all the land a man owned 
if worth £3.000. It was the first time that 
principle had arisen, and there was a grave 
responsibility on an assembly that sanctioned 
it with their eyes open. 

On a division the amendment was defeated 
by 27 to 6. 


DEMESNE LANDS. 


On behalf of the landowners, Colonel Sir 
Hutcheson Poé thanked the Minister for ac- 
cepting an amendment empowering the Land 
Commission to re-sell] to the owner demesne 
lands taken under Section 24. 

Mr. Linehan moved an amendment that 
would compel the Land Commission to in- 
vestigate immediately the claims of persons 
claiming to be evicted tenants, and, if the 
claims were found to be genuine, to reinstate 
them in their original holdings or provide 
land for them elsewhere. 

In reply to Mr. Guinness, the Senator stated 
that the number that would be affected by 
his amendment was, he believed, about 400, 
but quite a number of those would not be 
deserving cases. 

Mr. Jameson said that they had already 
passed a clause securing the rights of evicted 
tenants, and tney should not now compel the 
Land Commission to go into every claim that 
might be made. 

Mr. Hogan said that every point raised by 
Mr. Linehan was already covered in the bill 
as amended. 

The amendment was reiected. 

Sir John Keane moved an amendment to 
Section 33 to make it obligatory on the Land 
Commission to re-sell to the tenant any hold- 
ing retained by them, and over which they 
did not exercise their powers of resumption. 

The greatest injustice of the bill was, he 
said, that done to an unpurfchased tenant 
whose holding was retained, and if the value 
of the holding was over £3,000 it was auto- 
metically retained. At any time it might 
be taken from him in whole or in part, and 
gives to comgests and landless men. If any 
were left over, it would be optional with the 
Lance Commission to sell it back to the 
owner. His motion was that they should be 
bound to re-sell to him. 

Mr. Hogan said that the acceptance of 
the amendment would not make any real 
difference to the bill, and on his suggestion 
it was left over for the report stage. 

Sub-Section 3° of Section 39 requires the 
Land Commission to consider all objections 
duly made to the taking of land under the. 
Act, and provides a right of appeal to the 
Judicial Commissioner, whose decision would 
be final. Sir John Keane moved an amend- 
ment to give the right to appeal to the 
Court of Appeal. 

Mr. Hogan said that he would accept the 
right of appeal to the Appeal Court on ques- 
tions of acquisition, but not on questions of 


price.

JLUDGE’S INDEPENDENCE. 

Sir John Keane pressed for a wider appli- 
cation of the right of appeal, so as to cover, 
among, other ‘things, the question of price. 
There Was, he said, a question of judicial 
independence involved, and he was prepared 
to argue the question. He would seriously 
ask the House to consider the question of 
tha indépéndence of the Judicial Commis- 
sioner, —That Commissioner was bound to be 
frequently associated in an administrative 
capacity with his brother Commissioners, 
aud they had the situation that he would be 
asseciated with them in decisions of the 
Commission that would be afterwards the 
subject of appeal to him. 

He would like to know if there was 
a precedent for that procedure 
in -— the Jaws of other countries. 
He = held that there should be 
an appeal from the decision of the Judical 
Commissioner to the Court of Appeal, and he 
asked the House to accept the view that a 
judge should come into court with an abso- | 
lutely open mind, with no previous associa- 
tion, administrative or otherwise, with the 
particular subject of appeal. 

He strongly urged on the Minister not to 
force the issue. Failing the right of appeal 
to the Court of Appeal he suggested that they 
should be given the right of appeal from the 
Judicial. Commissioner to another High Court 
judge. 

Colonel Guinness said that looking at the 
question from a common-sense point of view 
he could not see why any objecton should be: 
made by the Minister to what was asked or 
by Sir John Keane. 

Sir Nugent Everard said that in the in- 
terests of justice there should be an appeal to 
the Court of Appea! or to another judge of the 
High Court,

SPORTING RIGHTS. 


The Rar! of Kerry moved an amendment to 
empower the Land Commission to take over 
the sporting rights, other than fishing rights, 
where they are of appreciable value, on 
tenanted lands, and to deal with them as 
rovided in respect of fishing rights and 
fisherie#. 

He said that there was a considerable 
amount of enjoyable tough shooting to be 
got over bogs and on the mountain lands 
astured by the tenants of the holdings below. 
‘he knowledge that they could enjoy this 
shooting would be an inducement to many of 
the gentry to remain in a district, and would 
also attract visitors to the advantage of hotel 
keepers and others. If the sporting rights, which 
were not very valuable, over those tracts be- 
came the property of the tenants, the enipe, 
grouse, woodcock and duck would very 
quickly disappear. 

Mr. Hogan said that there had been raised 
a very difficult and embittered question, 
which had attained an importance in the 
eyes of landowners and of tenants that per- 
haps it did not deserve. As a matter of fact, 
the sporting rights on tenanted lands were 
practically negligible. He was informed that 
on 80 per cent. of tenanted lands the sport- 
ing rights were valueless, and on the other 
20 per cent, they were of very little value. 
If the athendment were carried, it would mean 
an examination of evéry holding and the put: 
ting @ value on the’sporting tights, for which 
the landlord would have to get a price and 
the tenant an advance. ” Thére would remain 
rankling -bibterness, arid‘for all: those reasons 
he left the matter as it was. As to the case 
raised by the Hari of Kerry, he was advised 
by lawyers who knew that the mountaine ou 
which tenants had: grazing rights were practi- 
cally in all cases untenanted land. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

The Earl of Kerry then moved that the 
following new sub-section should be added 
to Section 44:—“ (2) In disposing of any 
sporting rights which may be vested in them 
under the terms of this Act, the Land Com- 
mission shall have due regard to the future 
preservation and development of such rights, 
and shall have power where they consider | 
that such object would be advanced by so 
doing. to let euch rights to the former owner 
thereof.’’ 

Mr. Hogan said that under the bill they 
had ample powers to let the sporting rights 
to the’ landlord or owner; in other words, to 
the person who Was most likely to pay for 
them. 

The amendment ‘was withdrawn. 


THE APPOINTED DAY. 
Mr. Linehan moved to delete Section 67. as 
follows :—For the purposes of this Act the 
appointed day shall be such day or days as 
may be fixed by the Land Commission, and 
different days may be fixed for different pro- 
visions and different purposes of this Act and 
for different holdings or groups of holdings 
and different parcels or groups of parcels uf 
untenanted land.

Mr. Lysaght said that General . Mulcahy 
seemed to follow closely the nomenclature of 
the British Army..

General Mulcahy said that the bill was in- 
tended to deal with the Army that they had, | 
and to deal with the transition of that Army 
into a permanent Army, . These ranks would 
also be found in the French, American, and 
other Armies, and they had not yet come to 
the day that they could invent military titles 
for themselves.

they had. 
In answer to Mr. Dowdall, General Mulcahy 
said that they had not decided to have an 
annual Army Act in this country, as was the 
case in England. 
The Right Hon. Andrew Jameson said that 
they were passing this 1]l because it was 
a evident to everybody that the 
rmy Bill was required, and they had 
an undertaking given them that rrohkakly 
within the next six months the Government 
would bring in another bill, and that, as the 
goin bill would run íor a year, there would 
ample time to discuss the new bill. In 
the meantime the Government would be going 
to the country, and there would be consider- 
able time during which the expenses of the 
Army would run on, They knew that at 
present the gr nee were climbing up to 
nearly half of the whole expenses of the Free 
State. 
The.Army did for the Free State what the 
British Army did for Britain—it freed them 
from an immense menace.

He was sure that everyone in that House 
was willing to trust the heads of the Army 
to see that they had a good and efficient 
Army, but he would like to have an assurance 
sg the Army would be worked on economie 
ines. 
Mr. Love paid a tribute to the work done 
by the Army. 


UNPAID. ACCOUNTS, 


Mr: O'Dea trew attention-to the fact thee 
many Army bills throughout the cotntry re- 
mained unpeid, a fact which tended to injure 
the credit of the Government. They all, he 
said, were under a deep obligation to the 
Army for wg ome benefits it had brought to 
the country. The Army had been just’ wonder- 
ful, and the nation ought to be generous with 
it. (Hear, hear.) 
General’ Mulcahy gaid that the necessity 
for getting the bill through before the dis- 
solution of the Dail arose from the decision 
of the Courts that a state of war no longer 
existed. Without the authority of that Act 
they could not have an Army, or apply the 
necessary disciplinary measures. In reply to 
Senator Jameson, he said that the Army ex- 
penditure was within the estimate, but they 
were not satisfied with that, and had realised 
that every effort must be made to work as 
far as possible below the estimate. Every 
effort was being directed towards effecting 
economies in every department of the Army. 
They ‘started with no  etores accounting 
system, but they were putting into force a 
mew system that had given satisfaction to 
those competent to judge, and who had seen 
it in Operation.

President Cos¢rave said that it was not true 
to suggest that the Act was intended to white- 
wash anyone or to prevent anyone from being 
brought to justice. What they wanted was 
evidence. 

Mr. Johnson said that they had not been 
given an opportunity to provide it. 

The motion was carried. 

President Cosgrave then moved a resolution 
declaring the bill necessary for the public 
peace and safety, suspending Article 47 of 
the Constitution of Saorstat Eireann in its 
application to the bill.

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—Our live 
stock market continues to be detrimentally 
affected by strike influences. Many cross- 
Channe] dealers came over yesterday in hopes 
that the conference and efforts of the Minis- 
try of Industry and ‘Commerce to effect a 
settlement would be successful. In the nega- 
tive circumstances few were inclined to con- 
sider business, but some of the more specula- 
tive men, who were more fortunate in secur- | 
ing local pasturage, ‘were tempted by the low 
run of prives to make investments, anticipat- 
ing that they will be able to get their cattle 
off, by some means or another, within a week 
or so. However, Northern ports and out- 
lets now more definitely blocked. In view 
of a possible settlement, too, stock-owners 
were induced to send forward supplies, which. 
with the carry-over from last week, showed 
an increase in entrants of 418 head of cattle 
and 1,278 sheep and lambs; but there being 
little business practicable, outside of Dublin 
butchers’ requirements, matket proved much 
in excess of possible trade. Prices all round 
were depressed and irregular.

2 decrease 7 15 9 
e best trade was slow, but owing to 
the veritable deluge of rain throughout the 
morning butchers showed less hesitancy in 
their selections of really tip-top beasts, which 
were scarce, For ordinary descriptions, how- 
ever, there, was a dragging sale, in which 
sellers were unable to maintain cohesion or 
stability in prices.

47—an innovation? 

The Attorney-General—You have the fact 
that it received the Assent, and it has 
ceased to be a bill, and it is an Act. 

The Lord Chief Justice—Your answer is 
perfectly clear—that although Article 47 is 
there, and although we know the Bill only 
passed both Houses yesterday, because it is 
produced here with the Royal Assent this 
morning, that wipes out Article 47, and that 
we have not any right to inquire. 

The Attorney-General—I do. There is 
ohly one way of questioning the return, and 
that is by @ proper motion to quash the 
return. 

Lord Justice Ronan—In Habeas Corpus the 
return comes in and then the prisoner's right

The AttorneyGeneral—It is the first time 
any question of the Constitution has come 
before the Court.

THE JUDGMENT. 
LORD CHIEF JUSTICE’S 
REVIEW. 

The Lord Chief Juatice said :—On yesterday 

we gave judgment to the effect that it was 
not proved to our satisfaction that there was 
a state of war or armed insurrection at pre- 
sent existing in the city of Dublin, and we 
directed a writ of Habeas Corpus to issue, 
directed to the Military Governor of the 
Military Internment Camp, North Dublin 
Union, and the Minister of Defence, com- 
manding them, at 11 o'clock this morning, to 
roduce the body of Nora O’ Brien, and toshow 
xy what right they claimed to detain 
her in custody. The Governor of the Intern- 
ment Camp and the Minister of Defence have, 
accordingly, produced here this morning the 
body of this aay, a.d have handed in to the 
officer of the Cours the return of the causes of 
her detention. 
They first say—‘‘We have in court the 
body of the within-named named Nora Con- 
nolly O’Brien” ; secondly, that she was taken 
into custody on the h January, 1923; 
thirdly, that on the said date an armed 
rebellion against the Government of Saorstat 
Eireann was raging throughout all parts of 
Saorstat Eireann, and it was a matter of 
military necessity to arrest and detain the 
said. Nora Connolly O’Brien; fourthly, that 
the said armed rebellion has since continued, 
and still exists, in all parts of Saorstat 
Eireann; fifth, that the said Nora Connolly 
O’Brien has been, and is now, detained by 
virtue of the said military necessity. 
then there is a sixth return, upon which the 
argument to-day has centred—namely, thet 
the said Nora Connolly O’Brien, otherwise 
Nora O’Brien, was, at the date of the passing 
of the Public Safety (Emergency Powers) Act, 
1925, detained in military custody; the said 
Nora Connolly O’Brien had not, before the 
passing of the said Act, been sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment or penal servitude by 
any tribunal established by the military 
authorities, and on the 2nd August, 1995 
Richard Mulcahy, an Executive Minister of

TIME REQUIRED. 

Now, .what does that section mean’ A bill 
has passed both Houses, but still the rights 
of the members of both Houses of the Legis- 
lature does not cease to exist. It may be 
that a number of members of the Legislature 
may think that notwithstandin that it has, in 
fact, passed a majority of both Houses, that 
it is a case in which the people should have 
the ultimate decision upon the question. How 
are they to express their views? The only 
way by which their views can. be’ 
expressed under the section is by a written 
demand. <A written demand requires time. 

What time was to be given for that written 
demand’ The section says seven days; con- 
sequently, the scheme of the section so far is 
thie: A bill passes both Houses, but, notwith- 
tanding that it pores both Houses, two- 
fifths of the members of the Dail, or the 
majority of the Senate, may think that there 
should be a referendum, and may express 
their thoughts in a constitutional manner 
under Article 47. by presenting a petition to 
the President of the Executive Council. 
That would be rendered nugatory, of course, 
if, immediately the bill was passed and the 
demand was made, it was open to the Pre- 
sident of the Executive Council to disregard 
the demand, and send it at once to the 
Governor-General, as has been contended by 
Mr. Sullivan. But that is not the meaning 
of the section at all. The word “may” 
there casts a duty upon the President of the 
Executive Council, if he refuses such a 
written demand to submit it to referendum ; 
and that is made ectly clear by the 
words of the second clause, which says that 
such a bill was in accordance with ‘the re- 
gulations to be made by the Oireachtas, to 
be submitted by referendum to the decision 
of the people when it is taken in a proper 
manner. 

Now, it was seen by the framers of this 
Constitution that circumstances may arise in 
which that clog upon rapid legislation might 
work injustice, and might, perhaps, do very 
zrave of serious harm in country, and, 
consequently, it was thought that in certain 
circumstances these. provisions should not 
apply; and, accordingly, the concluding 
words of the section are:—* These provisions 
shall not apply to Money Bills or to such 
bills as shall be declared by both Houses to 
be nec for the immediate preservation 
of the public peace, health, or safety.” 

Of cougse, if a. declaration. was presen ted 
tt us we would have nothing further to do. 
There is no evidence that such a declaration 
was ever made, except the third recital in 
the Act is to be considered such a declara- 
tion. We are not bound, or even entitled, 
in a cas®awhere the liberty of the subject 
is concerned, to assume that such a declara- 
ton was made. 


DECLARATION QUESTION. 

We now come to the contention of Mr. 
Sullivan, that the third recital in the Act 
amounts to a declaration within the conciud- 
ing words of Article 47, and the third recital 
is as follows ,— 


‘Whereas it is desirable that the civil | 


authorities should be endowed with such 
powers as will enable them lawfully to co- 
operate with the military forces in the work 
of restoring and maintaining order, and of 
re-establishing the supremacy of the law 
and civil government, with or without 
military co-operation, as may be possible, as 
gcon as the success of the military operations 
and circumstances of each district will per- 
mit.’’ 

Now, that says that it is desirable that 
tne eivil authorities should be endowed with 
certain powers for the purpose of enabling 
them to co-operate with the military forces 
in the work of restoring and maintaining law 
and order. Does that comply with a pro- 
vision of this clause of Article 47, which is 
that these provisions shall not apply to 
money bills, or to such bills as shall be de- 
clared by both Houses to be necessary for 
the immediate preservation of the public 
peace, health or safety? 

ell, you have only to put side by side 
the recital and the concluding words ef 
Article 47 to see that that recital does not 
comply with the provisions which, according 
to the Constitution, the declaration should 
contain, if it was to be held that immediate 
operation was to be given to the measure. 
In these circumstances, I am satisfied that the 
sixth clause of this return must follow the 
same result as the other five. 

This is a grave dmestion—an important ques- 
fion. Once it is raised it must be decided. 
We decide it according to the best of our 
ability—in this case, in favour of the liberty 
of the subject. The result is that the entire 
return must he quached, and we must order 
the release of this prisouer. 


LORD JUSTICE RONAN 
“ OF THE SAME OPINION.” 


Lord Justice Ronan—I am of the same 
opinion, -and I wish to say a few words, 
mainiy in reference to the construction of 
Article 47. But one cannot help saying that 
it Ag a curious result of what was a putelv 
formal matter yesterday. 1, myself, was of 
opinion that Mr. Lynn and Mr. Comyn had 
established that this cirl was then in unlaw- 
ful custody. 1 thowzht we should not detain 
her in utilawful custody for one unnecessary 
moment, but that, following the ordinary 
practice of that Court; we should make an 
order for the immediate issue of that writ 
and, not waiting for the return to the writ, 
order her immediate discharge.

when my Lord Chief Justice. at the request 
of the Attorney-General, said—‘ Let the writ 
issue, and we will decide the question of 
discharge in the morning.”

Now. the final clause of this section pr 
vides that it “shall not apply. to Money 
Bills.” Money Bille are peculiar, because 
they are jews: if within the authority of the 
Dail; (continuing to quote from Article 47 
“or to such bills as shall be declared by both 
Houses to he necessary for the immediate pre 
servation of the public peace, health, or 
safety. 

‘RIDICULOUS AND ABSURD.” 

Now, in the first place, from what I hare 
said, I reject as ridiculous and absurd a cv 
struction that the existence of the referendur 
is to depend on the ipse dizit of the Presiden 
of the Executive Council. The Constitution 
provides that the written demand of tw< 
fifths of the Dail, or of the majority of the 
Senate, to ensure a referendum can be effec- 
tively given within seven days. 

If the matter can be made a binding law 
two minutes after the commencement of the 
period, that reduces, again, the provision: 
as to a referendum to a farce. And 
the only possible mode of giving a rea 
referendum, and making this section a real 
working section is to provide that, except in 
cases within the proviso at the end, there 
may be a.referendum in every case, provided 
it is asked for within seven days aiter the 
bill is passed, and, therefore, that the King is 
not to have the power to veto the referen- 
dum. If so, as my Lord Chief Justice has 
pointed out, the Royal Assent to this docu 
ment within a few hours of its passing by the 
two Houses would be an absolute fraud on 
the Constitution, and we are bound to treat 
and make Article 47 a real referendum. And. 
in my opinion, the most important genera! 
question is thie case is that, if we assented 
to the argument on behalf of the Crown, we 
would sweep the referendum out. of the Con 
stitution as a reality. For this reason | 
agree with the judgment of the Lord Chief 
Justice.

Farming largely a Gamble. 


There is a tendency to regard the farmer 
as much more conservative im his ideas and 
much less inclined to welcome progressive 
methods than he ought to be. The pro-. 
bability is that this estimate is only partial! 
true. He is cautious when presented wit 
new ‘notions—perhaps over-cautious; but then 
he is the man who has fought a long battle, 
and sometimes a losing battle, with more ad- 
versaries than assail any other industrialist. 
His operations always partake of the nature 
of a gamble, in which he opposes knowledge, 
industry and skill against weather, disease 
and falling markets, three t enemies, 
which are aided by the birds of the air and 
the creeping things of the earth. If his land 
produces in abundance, the same fruitfalness 
blesses all his neighbours; and the price he 
gets for his produce makes it ha worth 
his while fete ing it to the market. On the 
other hand, the season may be so 
severe or the ravages of disease so devastat- 
ing that neither he nor hia neighbour 
us anything to sell. In between these 
wo extremes the farmer lives in the average 
ear of average productiveness. It‘is hard! 
c be wondered at, therefore, that his gene 
utlook is what might be described ag 
‘average.’ He is disinclined to become en- 
husiastic over the new seed that will double 
he ordinary yield in a good year. What he 
rants is a seed which will give him over the

none is for the State. No class of peoóp:e, 
however, can ro wholly escape the webs of 
illusion woven for them by the spell-binder, 
with his fluent power of secreting phrases 
from his own interior, as to be quite immune 
from the danger of voting for a word when 
they believe themselves to be voting for a 
thing. Indeed, in one respect, farmers are 
more liable to this Ri suan form of danger 
than townsmen. ere is a big element of 
caution, verging in extreme cases on cynicism, 
in the make-up of the countryman which for- 
bids him to give his confidence too readily to 
the word-weaver, but which produces in the 
rural mind a kind of anti-toxin as a conse- 
quence of which votes may be extracted with 
comparative ease for a formula (provided it 
carries with it the semblance of a concrete 
reality) which would never be cast for the 
men who claim first preferences on the 
strength of it. 

Klectors of middle-age can well remember 
the potency of the “ Three F’s"’ in the early 
days of the Parnell movement, and of “the 
Land for the People’’ under the egis of 
Michael Davitt. ere are, perhaps, no war 
cries of equal potency to-day, as there afe no 
pulitieal chiefs of equal prowess. Bat are 
there no dangers of seductive symbols with. 
drawing even. the solid voters of the country- 
side from their pursuit of Healpolitik? 


What is Economy ? 


We think we know of one at least upon 
which agriculturists will do well to ponder 
before they record their votes. It is the cry 
for economy. To refuse to consider a policy 
or retrenchment at a time when the success or 
failure of a new type of State may very well 
depend upon its financial bases, and in a time, 
too, when a war of sabotage has wasted the 
national resources well-nigh to the verge of 
bankruptcy, would, indeed, mark a candidate 
a4 less suited for admission to the Oireachtas 
than for treatment in a mental hospital. But 
that is all the more reason, not the less, for 
being sure that the econonry wé are voting for 
ik y economic, that the retrenchment is 


calculated to add to our national resources. 


This is one of the issues on which we think 
the Farmers’ Party should take not only the 
farming class, but the whole nation, into their 
confidence. We notice that a speaker at an 
election meeting a few days ago appealed for 
gu his party in a rural constituency 
round that they would oppose the 
spending of some thirty to forty thousand 
pounds annually on the upkeep of the 
Governor-General’s residence. Now it is not 
relevant to our present purpose to argue 
whether the gum is well spent or not, or 


whether the reduction of our yearly estimates | 


by that amount or half of it might not be a 
“- practical’’ economy. We refer to it merely 
as the kind of unconstructive economics, 'v 
which we fear the minds of rural voters will 
be led astray from issues vital to the future 
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of Irísh agriculture, into byways in which no 
fruitful seed will germinate. It is not in 
terms.of thirty or forty thousand a year that 
farmers should be called upon to think, when 
the whole future of their calling may be 
helped or injured by the advancement of a 
constructive programme. 


Edacation. 


We may perhaps be asked what we mean by 
unconstructive economics. A concrete illustra- 
tion may serve to answer the question. It would, 
we assume, be possible to reduce the vote on 
education. Indeed, we have heard that some 
farmers have put forward the view that it is 
too high. We are not defending every item 
in the votes recently passed. We are not 
even on this occasion arguing the case that 
education in this country has been statved 
into a condition not far removed from . 
cious anemia. Our point is different. at 
the farmers and their party need to do is, we 
contend, to see that for the money spent rural 
Ireland gets full value, not merely, or 60 
much, in sterling as in results. To adapt 
education to rural needs; that is a policy of 
constructive economics which will,, if capably 
werked out, as we believe the new educa- 
tional authorities can be moved to work it, 
repay its reasonable cost many times over. 

There are, no doubt, many directions in 
which saving can be effected in our 
national household, and farmers will win 
support from the general public if they 
prove themselves wise guardians of the 
public purse. But something more will 
be expected of their spokesmen’ than 
a critical attitude towards expenditure. 
Farming, more than most businesses, is & 
creative calling. The tiller of the soil is 
better aware than most men that it takes 
capital as well as lalsour to produce wealth, 
to fill the barn with grain, the fields with 
stock. We hope he will choose to think and 
speak for him those who aim less at small 
reductions in the expenditure shown in our 
political balamce sheet—much as we agree 
that this is demanded by the circumstances of 
to-dav—than at large increases in our national 
wealth. So to develop our greatest industrv 
that it may make of us a great, even though 
but a little—people: nothing less that that is 
what the Irish people desire as the aim of our 


agricultural] policy.

Some Facts About the Lincoln 


“ Reds.” 


From A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

As is well known, the two leading features 
of the cattle industry in lreland are (a) miik 
production, (b) store cattle raising, and, per- 
naps, thérefore ideal from a dual purpose 
point of view. By dual purpose is meant the 
breeding of cows which are good milkers com- 
bined with the capability to fatten and yield 
a carcase of beef, which qualities they must 
be able ‘to transmit to their progeny. It 
stands t@ reason that @ purely dairy breed is 
suitable from the milk production point of 
view, but not from that oí store cattle rais- 


ling, and, vice versa, a hardy beef breed, 


whilst producing valuable stores, is useless 
from a milk standpoint. The best paying 
cattle are those that blend the two, so that 
their heifer calves will turn out good milkers, 
and their bull calves carry that quality of 
flesh which denotes that they should turn out 
good beef animals. It is impossible to create 
a herd where progeny in the female line will 
equal that of a purely dairy one, and at the 
same time produce steers which will be as 
valuable as those from a purely beef breed. 
On the other hand, it is possible to maintain 
an average of up to 800 gallons of milk per 
cow and yet breed steers, not so very much 
less worthy than those from recognised beef 


breeds. 
S election of Bulls. 


The problem is to find the material with 
which this medium of beef and milk can be 
carried out. As the bull is half the herd, 
this must be the first consideration. He must 
be a pedigree one descended from a milking 
strain, at the same time showing constitution 
and good bone. Dairymen in the past have 
been far too fond of looking upon calving as 
a necessary evil, and thereby using any bull 
to create that milk flow which they know 
must result from calving. Their calves they 
count of no worth, and as long as the cows 
themselves produce milk they are satisfied. 
Surely this is a short-sighted policy, especially 
in Ireland, where it is admitted that the 
average cow produces onfy 450 gallons during 
the lactation period. What are the calves 
worth—a non-descript lot which ought to, 
and probably do, nae very little, 


The Lincoln Red Shorthorn. 


Amongst breeds which approach the idea!

“WINTER FODDER. 


THE ROOT CROP. 
VALUE OF SILAGE. 
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From A CoRRESPONDENT. : 

Whether or not it is a wise move to adopt 
the silage system, is a question that is at 
present occupying the minds of many farmers. 
Those'in favour of it point out that it. is 
independent of the weather, that where the 
soil and other conditions render the root 
crop precarious a á crop can be obtained, 
that it cleans the land, provides cheap feeding 
stuff, and saves labour. 


Making Ensilage. 


_ Ensilage, as everybody knows, can be made 
in clamps or stacks, but this is a wasteful 
method. The question really resolves itself 
into this: Whether the expense of erecting 
and using a wooden or concrete silo will be 
justified by the results obtained. Wooden 
silos are favoured in Kngland and America. 
hey are more readily constructed, cheaper, 
and can be moved when the farmer sees fit 
to give up one farm and take another. The 
Irish farmer, however, is not so liable to 
change, and probably the concrete silo is 
better for him in the long run. 

A reinforced concrete silo, thirty feet high 
and fifteen feet in diameter, will hold about 
a hundred tons of silage, and will cost about 
two hundred pounds. The farmer who has 
his own sandpit and a good deal of labour in 
his family will probably get the work done 
cheaper. 


Special Crops. 


_ To utilise a silo to the best advantage, it 
is desirable that a silage crop should be 
grown. Formerly -ensilage was regarded as a 
substitute for hay, and the system was advo- 
cated as a means of preserving grass for fodder 
when the hay crop could not be saved in a 
bad season. It has been shown that this idea 
is not well founded. Silage is not now re- 
garded as a good substitute for hay. Never- 
theless, this method of saving grass may be 
resorted to in seasons unfavourable for the 
making of good hay; but those who have 
already tried this system will advocate its 
adoption _ in such circumstances. 

It is mainly as a substitute for roots rather 
than hay that ensilage is now recommended : 
and, as already stated, it is now considered 
necessary to sow for the production of ensilage 
a special crop capable of yielding a large 
bulk of gréen succulent material. The usual 
mixture consists of beans, peas, vetches and 
oats, which will yield from twelve to sixteen 
tons per statute acre. 

One feature of the silage system is that it 
ensures the farmer an acceptable stock of food 
for his cattle both in the season when it is 
difficult to save hay on account of the wet, 
and in the season when, owing to drought, 
the return from the root crop is very dis-

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There has recently been erected on the farm 
of Messrs. Hughes, at Hazelbrook, Rathfarn- 
ham, Co. Dublin, a reinforced concrete silo, 
with a capacity of 350 to 400 tons. The 
structure stands 50 feet high, and has a 
diameter of 18 feet. 

The crops to be converted into ensilage here 
comprise vetches, beans, peas, oats and 

re. These are cut when in such a con- 

ition that their natural juices are abun- 
dant. At the foot of the blow pipe on the 
right is placed a Papac cutting and blowing 
machine, which is worked by an International 
Junior tractor.

The green fodder is cut into half-inch 
shreds, and blown up the pipe to the top of 
the silo, which it enters by a tube. By 
means of this the man inside the silo can 
place it wherever it is wanted. 

On the left-hand side is a square chute 
through which the silage is thrown from 
one of the openings in the wall of the gilo. 
There are seven such openings, beginning 
near the ground and finishing at the top. 
This allows the silage to be lowered from 
any level, and by placing a cart at tie 
bottom of the chute labour in transport can 
be avoided.

SEED TESTING. 


NORTHERN STATION 
ESTABLISHED. 


The Northern Ministry of Agriculture has 
now established a seed testing station at 
which farmers and traders in Northern Ire- 
land can have agricultural seeds tested. In 
view of the importance of having reliable in- 
formation regarding the purity and be. 
tion of seeds before sowing, the Ministry 
expresses the hope that farmers and traders 
will utilise to the fullest extent the facilities 
now placed at their dispgsal. Samples vary- 
ing from 4 to á ounce, according to the balk 
of the seed, can be forwarded to the station. 
That samples should be really representative 
of the bulk from which they are drawn is of 

ramount importance. Unless sampling 1s 
carefully done the tests are useless. On and 
after the lat day of August, 1923, the fees

SHIPS. 
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NEW SCHEME IN THE NORTH. 


The Northern Ministry of Agriculture offers 
six scholarships, tenable at Queen’s Univer- 
sity, Belfast, for competition in the autumn of 
1963. These scholarships are for young men 
who intend to take a four years’ course in 
technical agriculture, with a view to specialis- 
ing in that subject and engaging in teaching, 
research work, or in practical farming’ in 
Northern Ireland. 

Competition will be restricted to British sub- 
jects who have been.born in Northern Ireland, 
or who have been resident there for twelve 
months ending 3th September, 19235. A 
person who holds a scholarship tenable at a 
university or at the Royal College of Science, 
Dublin, is not thereby debar frem sitting 
for examination. In the event of the holder 
of such a scholarship qualifying at the exami- 
nation for scholarship given by the Ministry 
he will be eligible, provided he surrenders 
the scholarship already held by him. Scholar- 
ships will be awarded only to those candidates 
who have passed the Matriculation Examina- 
tion at Queen’s University, Belfast, or its 
accepted equivalent.

Al- 
though Lincolnshire Reds have been in exist- 
ence for many generations it was not till 1895 
that their first herd book was issued. To-day 
they are the second largest breed of pedigree 
cattle in England, Shorthorns, of course, being 
first. The Lincoln Red Shorthorn is dis- 
tinguished. by length of frame, good constitu- 
tion and great hardiness, capacity for milk, 
and great weight of carcase. Anyone who has 
seen these cattle in the middle of April, fac- 
ing a biting east wind from the North Sea, 
picking up their own living, which is often 
very scanty, must realise that they are bred 
to withstand the severest conditions. 


Dual Purpose Qualities, 


To show their dual purpose characteristics, 
let me quote one case. “ Missy,’’ after wit- 
ning in a dairy class, won a second at 4 
Christmas fat stock show. Her sire, “ Pro- 
fessor,” weighed 23 cwt., and was from a cow 
that averaged over 900 gallons ie year. Her 
dam, “ Pride,” averaged 1,210 gallons per 
Numerous prizes have 
been won by this breed at various shows, 
but perhaps their greatest triumph was win- 
ning the Bledisloe Cup at last year’s London 
Dairy Show. This cup is awarded to the six 
cows of any breed gaining the most points in 
milking trials and inspection combined. 

In butter tests they have always Leen well 
to the fore, and at this year’s Royal Show at 
Newcastle a Lincoln Red won the open bu'ter 
tests, giving 67lbs. of milk and Sibs. of »mtter. 
Large numbers have been sent to » South 
Africa, Chile, and Brazil, whilst last year the 
cattle were introduced to Australia. Per- 
sonally, I have no connection whatever with 
Lincoin Reds, but having seen a good deal of 
them the above notes are merely a statement 
of facts, given without any prejudice to the 
excellent beet and milk breeds.

View Ireland from sea to sea, visualise 
a nation of double the present population, 
and ask: ‘‘ Does tillage pay?’ Then reply: 
“TI find a wav or make it.” Tillage is an 
absolute essential to a peaceful, prosperous, 
populous Ireland.

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MACHINE 


A machine that will dig and press peat into 
sods, without the necessity for air drying, 
has been invented by Mr. W. B. J. Robertson, 
42 Westland Row, Dublin, formerly of Kil- 
teevan, Roscommon. He has MA vs 
and improving upon peat machines for the 
past oo wean: hie main object being to 

roduce a machine designed for the benefit of 
aos We reproduce a photo of the ma- 
chine as completed. 

There are in Ireland Am hen má 
de ent upon t as fuel, an e intro- 
dana of thle invention should go far towards 
the development of Irish peat deposits. This 
machine, which digs and extracts moisture 
from the peat, making the sods or briquettes 
as hard as coal, will, it is claimed, relieve 
bog owners of one of their biggest drawbacks. 

ng carried on caterpillars the machine, 
of which we give an illustration, is driven 
to the bogs and fed with peat mechanically. 
The peat then passes through internal ma- 
chin by means of which it is teased out 
and the pores broken up. It then enters a 
charging cylinder, and from this is forced 
into cylinders, where it is compressed in solid 
sods. These sods can be uced at the 
rate of 60 per minute, or 28,800 per working 
day of eight hours. | 

A conveyer wiii carry the peat from the 
machine to the stack, forming @ pile 90 feet 
long, 13 feet wide and 8 feet high. There is 
no need for spreading. 

These machines can be installed on any bog, 
and as the cost of converting peat into fuel

in this way is low, owners of bogs will be 
able to turn their property to good account. 

Sir H. Sankey, in his report, had stated that 
each acre of bog 15 feet deep containg 18,251 
tons of fuel, and if this were sold at the 
moderate price of 5s. per ton it would bring 
in £4,557 15s. 

It is claimed that the Robertson machines 
can dig the peat to a depth of 20 feet or more 
as required. And it is important to note that 
water does not interfere with the work. 

The machines are so designed that they 
will dig drains through the bogs to any 
distafice, and at the same time put the peat 
into sods for fuel.
